For years (here have been efforts on Hie part of legislatures, 


agricultural societies and agricultural colleges to increase (he 
numbers of sheep on the New England hills, but the success 
of these efforts has been limited. There may have been some 
increase in flocks in places, and there is rio doubt that sub- 
stantial improvement has been; made in the matter of breed- 
ing, yet in „ spite of al! (hat hastbeen done the sheep industry 
in New England is far from beihg what good judges of condi- 
tions:feel that it ought to be.

Those familiar with conditions in New England know thai 


the pasturage in many part sf most of the states is excelled 
nowhere in. the world. 
The grass on the hills is sweet and 


nutritious',' the water is of the best and climatic conditions are 


.^ideal. 'hi the old days sheep were kept on the great majorily 


of farms and were one of the most reliable sources of ., the 
fanners' incomes. 
' 
, 


But many years ago the flocks began to dwindle. and in 


many sections sheep almost .entirely disappeared. 'Dairying 
was substituted by most of the farmers who had been inter- 
ested in shec,p, and the raising of million and wool sank to 
small proportions in IhciEast and bec;mic a leading industry 
on the.ranphcs of the West. 


Varibiis^explanaiions of this movement have been offered, 


but. the chief reason; is claimed to be, the damage done by dogs 
in (his part of the country. That this has been great there is 
'no denying. It may not be (he sole cause of (he decline of the 
sheep industry in New England, but Iliat il has been a potential 
fac(or,there is no, question.

Snould il prove a success il 
will not be Ihe last, 'for (here are vast Iracls of land in New 
England thai could be bought h'ricl put to similar use. In Ihe 
hill sections (here arc many run-down and abandoned farms 
/which would make the best of ranges for sheep, and which can 
be bought for less Ihanilhc-buildings cost. 


It would be a good thing for New England and Ihe country 


if sheep growing on a large scale could be established here, as 
ij is quite liable .to be: if (he enterprise ineiUioned fulfills the 
expectations of the men behind it.
